breathing Is not exhaust gas "in a 
strict sense, but an exceedingly dilute 
mixture of exhaust gas in air made 
comparatively safe through natural or 
artificial ventilation. Exhaust from each 
engine that may be running In these 
places Is many times greater than that 
in a private garage at home." 


Tests show that the carbon monox- 


ide liberated per hour by flve and 
seven-passenger car* and HgKt tracks 
is practically the same, especially 
when Idling: The cubic feet of carbon 
monoxide liberated per hour by these 
three classes of automobiles when 
Idling are, respectively, 35, 33 and 31. 
Racing, the totals,are 05, 105 and 68.
